MINUTE ORDER: The court is in receipt of Defendant’s 28 Motion for an 

Enlargement of Time, and Memorandum in Support Thereof. Defendant indicates that

MINUTE ORDER: The court is in receipt of Defendant’s 28 Motion for an 

Enlargement of Time, and Memorandum in Support Thereof. The Court has also 
considered Plaintiffs 29 Opposition to Defendant's Motion for Enlargement of Time. 

On September 9, 2019, based on the parties' agreed upon schedule, the Court ordered 
Defendant to process at least 1,000 responsive pages and provide an initial release of 
documents by September 27, 2019. When it became clear that Defendant would be 
unable to meet this deadline due to the Office of the White House's review of eight 
pages of documents, Defendant should have moved for an extension rather than 
waiting for prompting from Plaintiffs counsel. Despite Defendant's failure to properly 
move for an extension, the Court GRANTS Defendant’s Motion. The Court ORDERS 
that Defendant shall complete the processing of the remaining pages and provide an 
initial release of documents by OCTOBER 11, 2019. If the Office of the White House 
has not completed its review of the eight pages of documents by October 11, 2019, 
Defendant SHALL release the eight pages to Plaintiff. By October 11, 2019, the Office 
of the White House will have had the eight pages of documents since September 19, 
2019, for a total of 22 days. The Court finds that 22 days provides more than sufficient 
time to review eight pages of documents.
